approval of the rural Municipalities 
and local improvement districts con- 
vention, will materially ald toward 
forwarding the hospital movemen 
throughout the province.

Prices of Farm Machinery Now 
Much Higher in Edmonton Than 
They Were Same Time in 1917 


Agricultural Implements Show Same Upward Trend As 
Has Been Evident in Other Lines — Small Tractors 
Now on Market Are Expected to Give Much Increased 


Acreage. 


In sympathy with the higher prices 
prevailing in all lines of business there 
has’ been a big increase in the price 
of farm machinery in Edmonton dur- 
ing the past few months. 

Agricultural implement firms report 
excellent businees. Riding plows cost 
from $30 to $35 more than formerly; 
discs $15 more; drills from $380 to 
$40 more; mowers $16 more; binders 
$50 more and other implements in 
similar proportion. Nevertheless, as 
spring approaches the farmers are 
getting accustomed to the higher cost 
of machinery and buying about the 
same as usual. ‘ 

Fence Wire Higher. 

Ferice wire is higher, too, and fence 
wire ig an important item in the cost 
of production in the raising of cat- 
tle, hogs and sheep. Hog wire is now 
selling for about double what it used 
to e#ell, Det live hogs are selling at 
nearly four times old-time prices, 

The increase of the cost of machin- 
ery is explained by the implement 
dealers ag due to the higher cost of

Some of the tractors 
have a long arm attachment which 
reaches out ahead and following the 
furrow, acts as a guiding hand for 
the plow as well at night as in the 


day. 
Leasens Labor Shortage. 


The jJabor shortage will not, there- 
fore be felt eo much in the spring as 
in the harvest time. 

All things considered, there is a 
Prosperous outlook for all trade 
founded on agricultural development. 
But what is more, if all goes well 
there is a prospect of much greater 
production of a very much needed 
food supply.

Ov Nov. 28th, Superintendent Mc- 
Donell of the provincial police force, 
wrote the Provincia: Police commis- 
sion calling for the resignation of As- 
sistant Superintendent Nicholson ‘‘be- 


| cause of want of co-operation, as he 


has not given me the support which 
he should have in the position he 
This is disclosed in the 
correspondence which has been laid 
on tho table of the legislature. 

The next day the aseistant euperin- 
tendent wag asked by the board to 


resign. 
Practically Dismissal, 


On December 1st, Mr. Nicholson re- 
plied defying the right of the super- 
intendent or the board “to ask for 
my resignation, which is practically a 
dismiseal, without cause being given.” 
He reminds the board that on the last 
occasion he had appeared before it, 
“you stated that my work was per- 
fectly satisfactory to you,’ and he adds 
that “at no time since have I received 
any complaint from you or the slight- 
est hint that my work was in any 
way unsatisfactory.” 

“I have at no time been accorded 
the treatment,’ the letter continues, 
“which you, the superintendent, 
should have given your assistant, I 
have not had your’ confidence.” 
“From the very beginning of your ap- 
pointment you have acted in such a 
manner as to ‘ake my position as 
usless a one as possible.” “Being de- 
termined to oust me from the force 
without cause,” the communication 
continues, “I realize that one of us 
must go, and as you have not seen 
fit to do so, I will, in that spirit of 
loyalty which I have always had to 
the government, send in my resigna- 
tion, which I hereby do.” 

In a letter of Dec. 10, Mr. Nichol- 
son says “I regret sincerely that I 
have been forced to retire from the 
position or any other police work, in 
which I have always taken great 
pride and given my best efforts to at 


all times.” 
Unfounded. 

He declares the superintendent's 
statement that he did not have cor-! 
dial co-operetion from him ‘‘is false 
and unfounded and connot be sub- 
stantiated by him.” 

In his letter to Deputy Attorney 
General «.vwning, secrew.ry of the 

olice board, after the questions had 
een asked in the house, Superintend- 
ent McDonell says: “You wit! remem- 
ber that soon aiter the organization 
of the force, Mr. Nicholson verbally 
tendered his resignation. He was told 
there was no hurry; that he could 
have a couple of months to look 
around.” He was then given inspec- 
tion duty, the letter states, and sub- 
sequently asked for his resignation 
“His resignation was desired on the 
grounds of want of cordial co-opera- 
tion according to paragraph 23 of the 
regulations.” 

Shurer’s Resignation.

Who’s Who in

DANIEL MORKEBERG 


Belng a Dane by nationality one 
would expect Dan Morkeberg to be 
associated with the dairy business. He 
ig and it at present one of the out- 
standing figures in the success of the 
industry in Alberta. Born in Den- 
mark in 1870 he came to this contin- 
ent in 1889 and he and dairying have 
been synonymous terms ever aince. 
Maybe that’s not altogether true, but 
it is true at the present time at any 
rate, because if one now hears of the 
tame Morkeberg the association of it 
with successful butter-making is {m- 
mediate. But i: was not to Canada 
the member for Innisfail first directed 
his steps when making the “hike” 
westward. He came to the United 
States as many of his countrymen did 
and after helping to !mprove the 
dairy business in Kansas and Illinois, 
and after a look in at Montana, 
came to Alberta, This was in 1899, 
and he came to take charge 
Dominion creamery in what was then 
Strathcona. But it was simply a 
stopover here. In the summer of that 
year he went to Markerville, Innisfail, 
again for the Dominion government. 
When the provincial government took 
over the creamery, he worked for 
them and then for the Farmers’ Co- 
operative. Eventually he took over 
the business at Markerville into his 
own hands, then that at Innisfail, 
and in 1913 that at Lake View, later 
transferring the business to Elnora. 
Successful business management led 
to further expansion, Last year he 
took over the creamery at Red Deer, 
and another has been added to the 
chain this year in the concern at La- 
combe.

“I think it should be the policy of 
the government and the legislature.’ 
said Mr, Boyle, "to encourage, with- 
in reason, the establishment of con- 
solidated schools. Of coyrse, parts 
of the country are not sultable for 
them as yet, but a very considerable 
portion of the province is.” Consoli- 
dation, he pointed out ,seemed to have 
been taken up most rapidly in the 
southern parts of the province, and 
he attributed that to the fact that 
thero was a consideredle amount of 
American settlers who had been used 
to consolidation at home, because 
America Jiad undoubtedly taken the 
lead in this matter. ‘The department 
expected at the end of the year to be 
able to record a large increase in the 
number of these schools. 

Nearly 100,000 Pupils 

Proceeding, the minister gaid that 
in 1917 there were 99,205 pupils in 
attendance at the schools In the pro- 
vince, There were 5.755 in the grades 
above eight and 1,114 in attendance 
at the consolidated schools, <A sur- 
vey had shown that there were less 
than 800 from rural districts at high 
school, 

Reminding the house of the difm- 
culties there were in keeping some 
schools open and properly maintained. 
he said that the legislation proposed 
would help to the contiuuous opera- 
j tions of the schools. He asserted that 
every school should be operated dur- 
ing the whole school year, That 
would have to be secured if they were 
to get satisfactory results and. keep 
the teachers employed. The depart- 
| ment had been aiming at that for a 
considerable period and the bill made 
provision that where a school was not 
in operation and the children attend- 
ing another school, the people of the 
district from which the children came 
would have to pay the total cost of 
their education. The legislation they 
hoped would have some effect upon 
the school boards. There was, the 
minister explained, quite a tendency 
on the part of rural districts close to 
towns to keep the gchool open just a 
fow months during the summer. Many 
times such schools were not opened 
at all. Under the new arrangement, 
the board of a district would have to 
pay the town what it cost to educate 
its children, and he thought it only 
fair that they should do g0. 

The question of who should bear 
the cost of the education of the coun- 
try children attending schools in 
towns and cities had often been dis- 
cussed, Mr. Boyle remarked, and it 
had been decided to solve it in this 
way: That the district where the 
people lived would pay what was 
practically 50 per cent. of the cost of 
the education to the town or city that 
was giving the education. The other 
50 per cent. would be paid out of the 
| public funds of the province. It was 
figuged out at the rate of $40 each 
year. Mr. Boyle said that the grant 
to the rural schoole was 
creased a little, while the grant to 
{the consolidated schools was being 
| increased. 

To Solve Teaching Problem 

| There was also a provision in the 
proposed amendiment, said the mints- 
ter, which it was hoped would solve 
the shortage of teachers. This was 
a problem that had been with the de- 
partment for a number of*years, and 
at the present time the school teachers 
| of the province were short 900 of the 
| requirements. They had found that 
last year some of their teachers were 
taken up by the business men to 
supply the places of the men who had 
enlisted or had been, called up. A 
campaign was being undertaken in 
the Eastern provinces and in B. C. to 
get a supply of women tnto the pro- 
fession in Alberta. There was no 
shortage in the large towns and cities; 
it was confined to the rural districts. 

In 1917 they had obtained 310 first 
class teachers from the outside and 
had 87 trained jn the province. There 
were 125 second class teachers from 
the outsde and 237 trained In Alber- 
ta, and 187 third class from outside 
and 34 got standing in the province. 
It might be thought that 701 would 
toke care of the shortage, but the fig- 
ures he had given the house showed 
that it fell very far short. In 1917 
there were 381 teachers trained 
the Calgary and Camrose’ Normal 
schools and this year there were 208 
students in those institutions, 

There was a proposal! in the bill,

receiving as Migh as $100 a month 
Many of them received $75, but the 
|} average ran a little over $65 a month 
last year, “My idea was,” said the

effect of putting a considerable num- 
ber of schools in operation, and will 
obviate resort to the extreme meas- 
ure of putting in an official trustee, I 
| beliqve it will get us the teachers we 
want from those parts of Eastern 
Canada from which we can get our 
best supply.’’ The minister mentioned 
that ‘there was a cheap transporta- 
tion rate for universtiy graduates 'n 
the East who desired to teach in the 
West during the summer months. 

In answer to H. H, Crawford, Mr 
Boyle said that he realized there were 
certain parts of the province in which 
this salary could not be paid, and ar- 
|rangements would be made to pro- 
vide for them, but in the best districts.

BOLSHEVIKI PLAN 
OF CONTROL TRIED 
OUT ON RUSS SHIP 


Officers Make Effort to 
Retake Ship 


NORFOLK, Va., March 13,—-Mem- 
bers of the crew of the Russian steam- 
er Omesk removed today by Collec- 
tor of Customs Hamilton, at the re- 
quest of Capt, Edmond Yanvosky, be- 
cause of their Bolsheviki tendencies, 
on being parolled tonight by federal 
autohities, armed themselves and 
made an effort to take the ship. The 
j American armed port guard in charge 
of the vesse! refused to allow the men 
aboard, and police reserves were sent 
fhe arrest them, 

Before the police arrived, however, 
the Russians defied the guard and 
| boarded the ship without violence. 
Half a dozen port deputies were rush- 
ed to the ship and with the guard 
searched the Russians and their quar- 
ters. A large assortment of firearms 
and knives were confiscated, 

An investigation by Collector Ham- 
ilton revealed that the Russianw had 
sought to put the principles of the 
Bolsheviki into operation on the ship, 
demanding the veesel be operated by 
a committee of the crew, with 
captain deposed. They also wanted a 
26 per cent, increase in pay, and 
threatened to land the ship's cotton 
cargo in Russia instead of at Liver- 
pool, to which port it is consigned.
